When I first took a Sunday-school class, 
T feared to be personal with my pupils, to 
talk pointedly to each scholar before the 
rest.

A writer in the Moniteur du Soir gives 
the following description of the English, 
Scottish, and Irish soldier of the British 
Army :— 


The Army. 


“The Englishman, properly so called, 
has but little taste for tho profession of 
arms; but he soon gets into tho habit ; 
and, for the Englishman aboye all 
others, habit soon becomes a accond nature. 
Once drilled and instructed he does admir- 
ably well whateyer he does, He marches 
with perfect regularity, almost like automa- 
ton; and he mancuyres with’ wonderful 
precision, As a marksman he {s astonish- 
ing—trae, powder is abundantly supplied 
to him for practice. He obeys with re- 
markable punctuality ; he is actually nailed 
to the post where he is put ; he never stirs 
from it, With respect to 1ntrepidity—tl at 
13, the courage of remaining stationary, he 
is one of the flnest military types, and of 
him it may be said that if the ficld of bat- 
tle were swallowed up before him he would 
stand still unmoved amoug the ruins, But 
he has, too, the defects of his qualities, He 
8 somewhat slow on the offensive. He 
requires to be commanded and directed.— 
He has no sudden inspiration under flre.— 
He must get precise ordera which he will 
execute punctually, He is somewhat of a 
grumbler, which, by the way, is no great 
fault. He is not expansive, yet he is more 
noisy and bustling than one would auppose, 
In a word, he is a solid combatant, and one 
of the good soldiers ot Europe, though it 
is nothis vocation that has brought him 
under colors.” 


So much for the Englishman, 
the Iriskman : — 

“The Irishman is more warm and im- 
puleive in his intercourse with others than 
the Englishman. He is quite as braye, but 
he ia a little too fond of whiskey ; he is 
very ignorant, consequently superstitious, 
fantastic, and rough. But he has an excel- 
lent heart, he is devoted, and does not 
want acertain ardour which the general 
temperament of the army prevents utiliz- 
ing. Moreoyer, he has the intelligence of 
the combat, and gets quite impassioned in 
it. It is to the Irish oiler that are owing 
certain changes which nobody expected, so 
little are they In the British character.”

The Transvaal (Cape of Good Hope) 
Argus of January last, publishes the follow- 
ing intelligence on the authority of Captain 
J, F, Wilkinsc ~ 
The captain informs us that he has just 
arrived from Marico, where he had seen 
Murthinus Swarts, an elephant hunter, well 
known in this republic, and who had just 
returned from one of his annual shooting 
excursions in the interior, near the Zambe- 
si. While engaged at hunting at a certain 
point above the Victoria Falls, in the 
month of July last, he had spoken toa 
number of natives who had informed him 
that they had acted has guidea to Dr, 
Livingstone, whom they praised highly, 
and who, they stated, had dismissed them 
at the Chief Retanga, giving then at the 
same time various presents, These natives 
had come a distance of twenty day's jour- 
ney on foot trom Central Africa, to where 
Mr. M. Swarts met them—yiz., nt some 
distance above the Victoria Falls, as already 
atated, The doctor was well at the time 
they left, and no attempt had been made 
on his life; on the contrary, he was ex- 
ceedingly popular, and was everywhere 
well received. From what these guides 
stated to Mr. Swartsit appears that the 
doctor had explored some yery large river, 
and was about retracing his steps when 
they bad left him, Copopo ia the name 
ofachief the “other seide” of Retanga, 
whom they stated ctor had visited.

In a word we repeat, the 
Scotch are magnificent soldiers,”

A Society of Assassins. 

The New York Commercial makes the 
following remarks about the Fenians;:—

Melancholy Event. 


[From Toronto Telegraph.) 

A fearful case of supposed poisoning 
occurred yesterday, by which three children 
lost their lives, The father isa man 
named Babcock, who _liyes on Col. Well’s 
Hill on Davenport Road, a few miles 
beyond the city limits, and 1s a drover by 
trade. The children partook of Indian 
meal porridge for breakfast yesterday 
ing having eaten nothing since the previous 
eyening at supper. Very shortly after 
breakfast three of the children were seized 
with severe sickness, and a doctor was sent 
for from Yorkville. Before he could arrive, 
however, two of the sufferers, a boy of 12, 
named George, and a girl about 9, were be- 
yond all human aid, having expired two 
hours after the fatal meal, which is sup- 
posed to have caused their death. The 
other, a girl of ebout three, lingered until 
evening in great pain, when she also died, 
in spite of all efforts for her recovery. The 
circumstances have created the greatest ex- 
citement in the neighborhood, and various 
rumors and conjectures with regard to the 
cause of death are afloat, to which it would 
he premature to give currency until some- 
thing more definite can be ascertained, 

The gereral impression appears to be 
that the death of the unfortunate children 
was caused by the introduction either de- 
signedly or accidentally of some poisonous 
substance into the porridge on which they 
breakfasted, of which it appeals the entire 
family did not partake.

The past winter has been characterized 
as the dullest business season Montreal has 
experienced for a number of years, and, 
though Spring has opened and navigation 
commenced, stagnation in nearly all kinds 
of trade continues. There will, no doubt, 
be considerable improvement ns the season 
advances, but few are anticipating a return 
to the good times (at least for the present) 
which have fallen to the lot of this com- 
mercial metropolis, and which has con- 
tributed so much to its material prosperity. 
And yet the universal depression does not 
appear to put a stop to building operations, 
All winter long thousands of workmen 
have been engaged in tearing down and 
building up, and go where you may in any 
part of the city, you will see some of the 
finest and most costly edifices in process ot 
construction, and preparations being made 
© build still more expensive and magnifi- 
cent structures, The “hard times” has 
evidently not affected the pockets of the 
merchant princes and millionairs, so much 
as to prevent the onward progress of Mon- 
treal in this respect, at all events. 

Navigation has fairly opened. The 
Quebec and the Royal Mail Line, as well as 
the Ottawa and other lines, haye com- 
menced operations, and at the docks the 
work of preparing for the spring trade is 
busily carried on, The price of cordwood 
has been at such a famine price during the 
latter part of the winter that the question 
of providing fuel in the future is occupying 
the serious attention’ of leading men.

It is worth one’s while to go through 
Some of the large manufacturing establish- 
ments which exist in this city, not merely 
to give an idea of the wonderful ingenuity 
of man in substituting machinery for 
manual labor, but to afford some concep- 
on of the magnitude of these manufac— 
tures, and show how largely they contribute 
to the growth aad prosperity of the city. 
Take for instance the Boot and Shoe trade, 
Ttisonly a lew years since machinery was 
introduced in the manufacture of this 
much needed article, and only a few years 
since that the workmen in the largest 
manufactories numbered not more than 
two or three score. Now there is scarcely 
any part of the work required in the manu- 
facture of Boots and Shoes but thatis done 
by machinery, and it is no uncomnion 


and admired you for many years for your in- 
dustry, and giving such yaluable assistance 
to your esteemed brother in bringing to per- 
fection that art which he now practices and 
which occupies so high a position in the 
world.

Tho “Lilessed rain” has been coming 
down in torrents all day, gladdening the 
hearta of the merchant as well ax the hur 
bandman, giving promise, as it does, that 
the aeod which has beon cast into the earth 
under favorable circumstances will spring 
up and produce an abundant harvest, The 
nenson hina been exceedingly favorable for 
spring operations, and hereaboute, as well 
as in the West, tho greatest portion of 
spring grain is already in the ground, And 
now na the warm rains are falling there i# 
every prospect of an early germination aod 
grounds of encouragement that the labor 
of the husbandman will not have been in 
vain. Fall grain presents rather a botter 
appearance in this section than farther 
West. From reports which had beon made 
of winter killing and tho backwardness of 
the scavon destroying the grain, I had ox- 
pected a different picture from that which 
presented itself, and was agreoably disap: 
pointed at the froah, groon and healthy 
appenrance generally 0! the fall grain all 
along the route from Belleville to Montreal, 
The present warm rains must do an im 


thing to find from three to five hundred 
employees in one establishment. Add to 
these the number represented by machiaery, 
and you have from three to five thousand, 
wherein the olden time there was but a 
score ortwo. ‘The largest establishment of 
this kind in Montreal, we believe, is that of 
Ames, Millard & Co., who occupy extensive 
premises on St. Peter Street and Evans 
Court, St Paul St. In visiting this house 
yesterday, Mr. Holden, a resident of Sidney, 
the well-known traveller of this firm, 
acted as my guide. Commencing with the 
sole leather department, we found huge 
piles of leather in all shapes and sizes, in 
the sides as they come from the manufac- 
tory, and in soles and heels ready to be 
attached to the uppers. One machine cuts 
itinto strips of the required width ; another 
skives it to a uniform thickness ; then 
it passes through et rollers which per- 
form the work of the hammer, only much 
better; from thence it is takento the die 
machine where the sole is cut to a proper 
shape, An idea of the extent of the busi- 
ness may be obtained from the fact that in 
a year from 25,000 to 80,000 sides of sole 
leather are used in this establishment. The 
next room we enteris the pegging room 
where are three very ingenious machines, 
which save a wonderful amount of labor, 
The pegging material is in the shape of a 
coil placed on a ring, this is fed into a ma- 
chine which cuta and drives the pega into 


monse amount of good to tho fall crops as 
woll av the spring, anc Unless something 


the boots at the same time, all the operator 
haying to do is to hold the boot and direct 
its movement. Each machine is capable of 
pegging 600 pairs of boots a day, We 
shall not attempt to describe the variep 
machinery whieh one finds in the numerous 
departments of this large manufactory, nor 
give a detailed account of the different 
processes through which a boot has to be 
submitted before it is ready for the counter. 
Suffice it to say,that there are machines for 
performing nearly all the work required in 
the manufacture, Another very ingenious 
self-feeding machine is that which fite the 
oyelitain laced boots ; and another is that 
which sews the soles on uppers, A steel 
elbow shaped like a man’s arm and which 
works very much like a man’s arm, sows 
800 pairs aday. Then there aro machines 
for scraping and polishing, for sowing and 
pegging, for turning a boot inside out and 
putting it back again, and for all kinda of 
heavy and coarse work na well as for the 
finest, Not less than 100 Sewing Machines 
are used in the eatablishment, the operators 
being obiefly women, Their work, though 
requiring constant attention and careful 
supervision, is not heayy, aa all of the 
machines are propelled by steam. In the

A despatch from Ottawa states that it is 
believed that the partied arrested in To- 
ronto under the habeas corpus act will, 
under the authority contained therein, be 
remoyed from that city to Ottawa for safe 
keeping.

The authorities have 
their eyes on other partics, who, if they 
remain in the country will probably be 
apprehended under this act.

Among the monks of Ethiopia, some oboy a 
superior officer, whose business it ta to visit 
the different monasteries and to maintain 
good order there, Others form themselves, 
as it were, into small republics, each one 
governed by a particular Abbe, each having 
no connection with the other, These differ: 
ent religious orders have little semblance to 
those of Europe ; the cross and ecapulary are 
almost the only marks by which they are 
distinguished from the common peoplo,— 
Their monasteries are not, like ours, sur- 
rounded by high wall#, but more resemble 
parishes and villages, where each recluse hus 
his cell,as any other one would havea house, 
but each at a considerable distance from the 
other, On feast daye they assemble in one 
church, and daily, in thelr cella, repeat a 
certain number of psalms and prayers. They 
are allowed to go and come as they please, 
provided only that it is notin the time con 
secrated to these plous exercises. They have 
not, as yet, learned to conceal their indolence 
with a veil of humility, or to beg their bread 
when they might earn it by Lonest toil— 
Each one cultivates the portion of ground 
which is assigned to him, and disposes of its 
produce as le pleases. They do not take 
their meals in a body, and ns each ono is 
obliged to cook for himself, it is certain that 
they live frugally, Fruits, vegetables and 
fish are their greatest delicacies, and water 
their only drink. 'They eat only once a day, 
even of this coarse food, and during their 
fasts, which are very long and very frequent, 
they sometimes pass forty-eight hours with 
out touching food.

-In the, banquets*which the Gallas’ give 
each other, they place a dish iif the contre of 
the table, which no one is allowed to touch 
without first swearing to undertake some 
perilous adventure, Only the warriors are 
allowed to cut their hair, and these only ac— 
quire that right by some brave and valerous 
action, Thelp only arms are the javelin and 
large clubs burned at the end ; their bucklera 
are made of buffa'o skin. Waris their only 
occupation, and the fine arts are entirely un- 

They despise fleld Itbor, 

and allow the fertile and beautiful country 
which they inhabit fo lie waste. Only their 
tlocks are cared for, for from these they draw 
food and clothing.» They eat raw flesh and 
have only milk and water for their drinks — 
When they kill a cow, they collect the blood 
and rub their bodies with it. The entrails of 
the animal serve them for necklaces and 
belts, and, atter they have wore them for 
some time, they gallantly give them to their 
wives fo eat. While they are engaged in 
warfare they show little care for their wives 
or chiléran, bat when they are no longer 
called upon to fight, they treat them with all 
possible kindness, 
The Gallas’, in common with other Ethi- 
opian trikes, believe in cireumelsion, not, 
however, asa sacred practice, for they have 
no religion, although they acknowledge a 
supreme being. They take an oath on the 
head of a sheep, which has been rubbed with 
botter,and it is said that they are always 
faithful when so sworn,

The main fortress rises seven hundred 
feet above the plateau of Islam-gie and on 
that side there are some inconsiderable 
works in masonry to fill up some gaps 
which might possibly be escaladed. A few 
other points are defended by apatis, but for 
the rest itis a fortress by nature. As we 
were not permitted to pass the main Ampa 
we were notable to reach the principal 
road leading to Tanta. We descended a 
narrow, almost perpendicular path, on the 
eastern side of the Amba, for several hun- 
dred feet, to thg spurs of the mountain, 
and thence by less steep paths down to the 
bottom of the Woro Haimanot valley, 
which is about 1,500 feet below the plateau 
ofthe fortress. I do notthink a European 
mule could have got down this path, even 
without a burden. In the bottom of the 
valley we found some water in a hole of 
the dry bed of the river, and there we 
rested for some time. The ascent to Tanta 
on the other side of the valley though fati- 
guing owing to the stony path, was mere 
child’s play compared to the descent from 
Magdala. 

Tanta is nota yillage but a fortified pla- 
teau, forming part of the fortress, on which 
anumber of huts have been erected for 
Tn front of us, beyond the 
valley ot Woro Haimanot, we had the entire 
fortress of Magdala, commanded by the 
guns of Tanta. It ascends proclestnonsly 
from the valley, and a narrow rocky ridge 
connects it towards the southwest with the 
plateau of Tanta. The few accessible spots 
are defended by masonry walls with the 
exception of two, andthese also can be 
rendered inaccessible in a short time, It 
forms part of the fortress of Magdala, and 
being several hundred feet higher it com— 
mandsit. On the south it is connected 
with a large plateau extending south and 
south-west, anda broad ditch separates 
this plateau from Tanta, This ditch is 
generally filled with earth, but in time of 
danger it is cleared out. 

Atthis spot the plateau is hardly 200 
paces wide. A large church has been ex- 
cayated in the rocks’ of one of the hills. — 
Tn its subterranean passage there were kept 
* the time of our stay about 100 cows,— 

he magazines stand on the western edge 
of the plateau opposite Magdala, They 
contained about 6,000 ardeb of corn, tur- 
nished in the course of this year by the 
tributary Gallas.

Credit to the Dominion, would require the 
expenditure of a much larger sum than 
Would sutties to support even the most pre 
tentious of our citizens, they could not 
understand why there should be so many 
of the members opposed to granting the 
Amount at first proposed. But when itis 
known that the $50,000 is but a part of the 
Amount annually called for to maintain the 
Governor Genornl, that it is in fact, so much 


ubove what is needed to furnish and pro- 
vide for the proper support of the Gover- 
nor’s residence, the action of those who 
favored the reduction of the $50,000 will 
not sppear at all objectionable. By refer- 
ring to the Public Accounts, wo sce that 
the total sum paid for work done on the 
building, rent, furnishing it, salaries paid 
to clerks, architects, gardeners and other 
expenses connected with Rideau Hall, was 
$68,968.95. In this is included $4 

for the Goyernor-General’s Secretary's 
residence. Ofthis amount, there are some 
4,000 or $5,000 paid for salaries of clerks 
and gardeners, firewood, ice, insurance and 
other such items ; and it may be said that 
the above sum will not be called for annu 
ally, yet the furniture will have to be re- 
placed every tew rs, ifnot each year, 
und constant repairs will be called for ; so 
that it may not be considered an extrava- 
gunt estimate, it we put down the amount 
annually required for keeping the Governor 
General's residence in good order at not 
less than $20,000. . With these facts in 
view, we fre not disposed to blame mem- 
bers for refusing to yote the $50,000 salary 
to the Governor General, and for placing it 
at $32,000. The latter eum seems fully 
adequate to maintain the dignity of the 
office, and sustain the credit of the Domin- 
ion, while, taken in connection with the 
other outlays referred to above, it seems a 
sufficiently large item of the public 
burden, which may not bea wholly 
unimportant fact. 


The ides seems to be yery prevalent that 
in the negotiations which took place be- 
tween the Imperial Government and the 
Canadian Commissioners, it was part of 
the compact that the salary paid to Her 
Majesty’s representatives was to be $50,060 ; 
and that to refuse to carry out the agree- 
ment thus entered into with Her Majesty 
would manifest 4 want of public faith and 
fidelity to public pledges, which would be 
quite in keeping with the Repudiationists 
of the United States, but which would be 
altogether foreign to British or Canadian 
principles. This idea, however, is founded 
in misapprehension. The amount of salary 
agreed by the representatives of the Do- 
mihion to be paid to the Governor General 
was $50,000, which amount was not abso- 
lutely fixed, but was left subject to the 
decision of the Dominion Parliament. The 
Union Act, sec. 105, declares, on the sub- 
ject of the Governor General's salary, “That 


Ireland, payable out of the Consolidated 
Revenue Fund of Canada; and the same 
shall form the third charge thereon.” So 
that it will be seen that in the reduction 


if the agreement with the Queen was that 
$50,000 was to be the salary, uncondition- 
ally, then the duty of members would have 


as it is,no member can be justly charged 
with want of faith, nor in transcending his 
duty or his powers in voting for the reduc- 
tion. 

And here let us gently suggest that the 
time is past when any government can ex- 
pect of its supporters a blind, unquestion- 
ing adherence to all its measures irrespect- 
ive of the welfare of the country at large, 
or the private, conscientious views of each 
individual supporter ; the time is not now 
when a government in Canada can compel 
its followers to the support of any and 
every measure without any reference to its 
merits, and solely with the view of main- 
taining itself in power. Ministers must be 
taught that their adherents are intelligent, 
responsible men, with a right and under 
obligation to examine and decide for 
themselves, and with due reference to the 
views ot their constituents and the public 
welfare ; and that they must seek for sup- 
port in their measures by consultation with 
the body of their supporters. There 1s 
such a thing as individual political respon- 
sibility, and Ministers would do well to 
take this fact into consideration, and wisely 
trame their policy so as to secure the wid- 
est possiblesupport both in Parliament and 
in the constituencies. While, however, 
we claim that it isthe right and the duty 
of members to yield to the government 
support only after careful and judicious 
investigation, yet we most heartily con- 
gratulate the ministry on the very large 
majority which they received when the 
want of confidence motion wasmade, It 
shows very clearly that ministers possessing 
such strength in the House, can well afford 
to consult the opinions of their supporters. 


Death of Lord Brougham. 


By a cuble despatch, we learn that this 
distinguished statesman died at his villa, 
Louise Eleonore, near Cannes, inthe south 
of France, on Saturday last, in his 90th 
year, [is death is said to have been very 
peaceful. Lord Brougham was undoubt- 
edly one of the most remarkable men that 
England has produced, and had achicyed a 
reputation not excelled by any of the most 
brilliant men who preceded him. He was 
born in the city of Edinburgh, on the 19th 
day of September, 1779. He was descended 
from en ancient and highly respectable 
Westmoreland family, and, through his 
mother, was the grand-nephew of the well- 
known bistorian, Wm. Robertson, At an 
early age he achieved distinction in the 
profounder branches of education,especially 
mathematich and physical science, Before 
he attained his eighteenth year, he wrote 


and forwarded a paper on the “ Refraction 
and Reflection ot Light,” to the Royal So- 
ciety, which were assigned a place in ita 
“ Transactions” —although the name and 
youth of the author were unknown, Tho 
next year he wrote another article on the 
same subject, and, ia the following year, a 
third paper, entitled * General Theorems,” 
both of which met with the same favor trom 
the Society. In 1800 he was admitted to 
the bar in his native city, In 1802 he took 
an actiye part in the founding of the Edin- 
burgh Review, to which periodical he be-

Part ot 
t Mr. Ritchie's shed roof was found in the 
Goderich township, some two and a half 
dp miles distant; a cushion of a buggy which 
was at Mr. Ritchie's, was carried to the 
fi Tiver, a distance ofa mile anda half. But 
the most singular circumstance connected 
with it that has yet been made known to 
at me is that of Mr. Campbell's clock, which 
Was carried out of the house and deposited 
: in Mr. Bates’ field, and when found the 
clock was going all right, although I think 
it must have experienced pretty hard wind. 
A strong sulphurons smell was perceived at 
the time it was passing, and for some time 
after. Its velocity in a borizontal direction 
7 Was not very great—not more, I should 
think, than 10 or 72 miles per hour. All 
{ who saw it concur in ssyiny that it was an 
 } awfully grand and sublime spectacle beyond

The Effects of Tobacco. 


One of the members of the French Acad- 
emy of Medicine, in a very elaborate paper, 
drawn up with great care, asserts that 
“statistics show that in exact proportion 
with the increased consumption of tobacco 
is the increase of diseases in the nervous 
centres (insanity, general paralysis, para- 
legia) and certain cancerous affections.” 
t may be said in reply, that the Turks, 
Grecks, and Hungarians are inveterate 
smokers, and yet are little affected by these 
nervous disuases. But M. Jolly accounts 
for their exemption by the fact that the 
tobacco used by them is of a much milder 
form, containing slight proportions of nico- 
tine, and sometimes none at all. Exces. 
sive indulgence, therefore, docs no harm in 
thisdirection ; and no case of general or 
progressive paralysis has been discovered 
in the East, where this mild tobacco is in 
use. M. Moscan says:—“The cause is 
plain enough, and evidently physiological. 
In all the regions of the Levant they do 
not intoxicate themselves with nicotine or 
alcohol; but enturate themselves with 
opium and perfumes, sleeping away their 
time in torpor, indolence, and sensuality, 
They narcotize, but do not nicotize them- 
selves ; and if opium, as has been, said is 
the poison of the intellect of the East, to- 
bacco may one day in the West prove the 
poison of life itself. It is the nicotine, in 
the stronger tobacco used in England, 
Franco, and the United States,which proves 
so pernicious; and the French physicians 
hold that paralysis is making rapid advance 
under tlie abuse of alcohol and tobacco,”

The number of monasteries in Abyssinia is 
very largo, and they are built at such short 
distances from each other that sounds from 
one church can be distinctly heard in the 
next. To attempt a description of the music 
performed in these churches would be useless. 
Suilice it to say that the hideous voices of the 
singers, mingled with the beating of dramas 
and tho nolse of other instruments, is heard 
at a great distance, while the leaders increase 
this brilliant cacophony by beating time on 
the ground with their feet, or with heavy 
batons which they carry. Each monastery 
has two churches, one for each sex ; the ser 
vice in both is alike, with this exception, that 
the women dispense with the drume in their 
choirs, There are monasteries which admit 
married men as inmates, and they aro even 
allowed to rear their children in a monastic 
life; but if those who, having once taken a 
vow of celibacy, break it, they ure treated as 
outcasts, and even their children are under 
the same ban. Monks are permitted to hold 


civil offices, to act as ambassadors, and even 
to govern a province or village. 

In former days the monasteries of Abys- 
sinia were remarkable no less for their gran- 
deurthan for the number of monks which 
inhabited them. Especially noted was that 
one founded by L’Abbe Eustate, in the king- 
dom of Tigre. It was situated on a lofty 
mountain, and surrounded by a dense forest, 
The church belonging to it was one hundréd 
feet long by seventy wide, and contained 
twelve thousand calls, while over the whole 
surrounding country were scattered other 
recluses, forming altogether ninety communi- 
ties dependant on it, and governed by the 
same abbe, but each community having its 
own churches. In this monastery resided 
the chief nobles of the kingdom, who, when 
called to court, appeared there accompanied 
by one hundred and fifty monks, mounted on 
mules, and clothed in long flowing robes, 
which gave a solemn ind majestic alr to the 
cortege, ‘his celebrated spot has experi- 
enced, perhaps more thanany other part of 
Abyssinia, the fury of the Gallas tribe, which 
committed such cruel outrages in Ethiopia, 
Not even a vestige of the noble monastery is 
now to be seen, and of the twelve thousand 
cells, once inhabited by as many monks, 
there remains only a deplorable ruin, 

The taste for a solitary and ascetic life is 
so general in Abyssinia that men of strong 
minds have been known to retire to lonely 
mountains or into the caverns of rocks, to 
lead what they call a contemplative life in 
these horrid abodes. The homage which the 
common people accord to hermits tends great- 
ly to increase their number; eyen Emperors 
have honored their cells with their presence, 
In the ancient city of Axuma, formerly the 
capital of Ethiopia, but now only a miserable 
village, there is an old and isolated tower 
shown, where the Abbe Pantaleon is said to 
have secluded himself, that he might be the 
better able to lead a life of self-denial and de- 
votion. ~ 


The belief and discipline of the ecclesiastics 
of Abyssinia are very similar to those of our 
church, They believe in the real presence of 
Jesus Christ in the sacrament, and also in 
auricular confession—with this difference, 
however, that the penitent accuses himse'f 
only in general terms, for the priests do not 
scruple to reveal the sins confessed to them, 
a practice which is notapt to encourage the 
sinner to reveal any grave offence. The form 
of absolution is this: The priest strikes the 
penitent lightly on the shoulder or head and 
says: “May your sin3 be remitted by the 
mouth of our Lord Jesus Christ, by St. Peter, 
St. Paul and by the three hundred and 
eighteen fathers of the council of Nice, whd 
never swerved from the true faith." Some 

atriarchs haye wished to abolish the confes- 
sional, and find some other means by which 
the sinner might become reconciled with his 
God. One of the ways suggested was, that a 
priest should take a lighted censer and walk 
through the church with it, the people cry- 
ing out “I have sinned, I have sinned,” then 
a general absolution should be pronounced. 

The reverence which the Abyssinians en- 
tortain for the Virgin Mary savours strongly 
of worship. When the Portugese Jesuites 
strove to bring them back to the true faith, 
they looked upon them as enemies of the 
mother of God. There are thirty-two annual 
feasts celebrated in her honor, and the 
twenty-first day of every month is espectally 
consecrated toher. These people sxy prayera 
for the repose of the dead, but, nevertheless, 
do not believe in purgatory, They believe 
in but two states after death—paradise for 
the elect, and tho infernal regions forthe lost: 
also that the elect witl not be received into 
paradise until after the general resurrection. 
The observance of the Sabbath day and ab- 
stinence from food, forbidden in the ancient 
law, are customs which the Abyssinians seem 
to have retained from Judaical rites ; but the 
Sabbath is only considered as an ordinary 
christian feastday, which they celebrate by 
actaofdevotion, Itisless from principle than 
from taste that they abstato from certain arti- 
cles of food, When,for instance,they aro ask- 
ed why they do not eat pork, “For the same 
reason,” say they, “that you refrain from 
eating the flesh of doge, of cats, of asses, of 
mules and of horses. Our natural taste re. 
Strains us, a8 yours would from eating rate 
and mice, although they are not forbidden 
by any law.”

Orrawa, May 13, 1868, 

A trip to Ottawa now-a-days is of such 
common occurrence, and there has been so 
much written of the Capital, ofits beautiful 
and picturesque situation, its magnificent 
Parliamentary buildings, and of the men 
who now within their walls are shaping and 
guiding the destinies of this great Domin- 
lon, that it would be comparatively a waste 
if time to go over ground possessing so little 
interest to the general public. I shall there- 
fore be content with giving a few jottings by 
the way and the impressions which a first 
visit to this backwoods city would naturally 
suggest, Generally speaking, one's expecta- 
tions in visiting a locality like this, which 
has been so frequently pictured in such glow- 
ing colors by the raciest and cleverest des- 
criptive writers,are raised so high, as to cre- 
ate sore disappointment when he stands face 
to face with the picture. TI must confess to 
& disappointment, but of an agreeable 
character. From what I had read of 
Ottawa I had expected to see a pleasantly 
situated Town, with rapid rivers coursing 
their way through its centre, and the chief 
ornament of which were the public build- 
ings. But while the buildings of the Cap 
ital are without doubt its chief archi- 
tectural ornament, Nature, in the beau- 
tiful und picturesque scenery which sur- 
rounds it on every side,in the grandeur 
and sublimity of the scenery about the 
Falls of the Chaudiere, and the Falls of the 
Rideau, has endowed it with far more 
beautiful and lasting ornaments--ornaments 
which will still exhibit themselves in all 
their pristine splendur when the stately 
pile of buildings shall have crumbled to 
ruins. There is a wildness, a ruggedness, 
about the fal's of the Chaudiere which one 
cannot see about Niagara ; and in the deep, 
narrow gorges which some time or other 
were the currents of the divided stream, 
and in the singular curves und windings 
of the river, and the irregular manner in 
which the torrent comes roshing and tumb- 
ling over one plateau ofrocks after another, 
winding in and out of deep gorges, strik- 


ing with tull force against jagged ends of 
rocks, producing pictures of spray, the 
beaaty of which a pen sketch can give but 
faint conception, and then leaping oyer 
into the river where 1t seethes, and foams, 
and boils, until it escapes to the river below. 
Here 1s as beautiful apanorama of Nature 
as can be witnessed in Canada; and view 
it from the bridge or from the east or 
west side of the river from the Parliamen- 
tary buildings, or from the extreme point 
of Major’s hill, one can never tire of the 
scene. The view of these Falls, and of 
the River above winding its way through 
several islands, must be a grand and beau- 
tifal sight when the forestis decked with 
its spring foliage. This much for its attrac- 
tion to lovers of nature and as an object 
of interest to the tourist; but there is in 
these falls and the water of the Ottawa, a 
much greater attraction to the men who 
own the vast timber forests up the valley 
of the Ottawa. Here isthe great power 
where the wealth of the forest can be con- 
verted into gold. Thetiveris wide enough 
and deep enough hundreds of miles back to 
float the logs and timber to this point, and 
the falls furnish power sufficient to drive 
all the saws in Christendom, For nearly a 
mile on the south side, you pass mull atter 
mill with theirnumerous gangs of saws 
mills, the height and dimensions of which 
I did not take, but if I should say that the 
largest was three times as large as any we 
have in Hastings, and cut three times the 
quantity of lumber, I should not be far 
astray. Then count upon your fingers from 
ten to fifteen of such mills on the south 
side, and several more on the north side, 
and one can form some conception of the 
vastness of the lumber trade of the Ottawa. 
As the Yankees ‘say the water has been 
“utilized,” and wherever a saw mill or bit 
of machinery can be erected it is made of 
service, or preparations are being made to 
utilize it. Of course the lumber trade will 
not hold out forever, but the same water 
power will be there,and when the saw mills 
are silent, the busy hum of the machinery 
of the cotton mill, the woolen mull, the iron 
mill, and of various other kinds of manu- 
factures, will be heard in their place, The 
motive power to make Ottawa a manufac- 
turing Town is Lere, and when this Domin- 
ion will have within its circle those grand 
outlines of a continent so eloquently des- 
cribed by the lamented McGee, and haye 
settled within ita borders the millions of 
emigrants who will flock hither from over 
the ocean, whata brilliant future awaits the 
Capital of the Dominion, who can estimate ?

Jesting aside, how strangely ludicrous 
does the appearance of the House present 
when jollity reigns suprome—how com- 
pletely ridiculous and shameful does the 
conduct of these jovial members appear, to 
observers in the gallery, particularly when 
it is exhibited while important questions 
are under the consideration of the House. 
I do not know that such scenes are often 
witnessed in the Houso na that which took 
place on Tuesday night, but have been told 
that that was nota “patch” to what has 
been scen there.

make, answer. It may haye afforded them 
amusement ; it may be the only means of 
recreation these gentlemen have ; and euch 
methods of enjoyment may be deemed per- 
missible at certain periods and under cer: 
tain circumstances, but I must confess it 
did appear to me, as well as to others who 
have sat in the gallery night after night, 
sadly out of place, and altogether incon- 
sistent with the character and dignity of 
the Houst.

a disadvantage, when compared with the 
privileges enjoyed by the balloted men.— 
Clause 11 is still worse. It provides that 
every Volunteer who shall haye completed 
the full term of continuous service, accor- 
ding to the tenor of his articles of engage: 
ment, shall be entitled to such exemption 
as is accorded to Active Militiamen who 
complete any period of drill or train- 
ing under this Act. The time for which 
Volunteers are engaged under the old 
Bill is five years, and under the new Bull 
it will be three years, and the balloted 
mien two years.

Mason Bowrnn, before commencing his 
remarks upon the its ot the Bill before 
the House, could not but compliment the 
Minister of Militia upon the speech ho had 
delivered in introducing his Militia Bill.— 
Knowing tho difficult task he would haye 
to perform, he had applied himself, with 
that indomitable energy for which he was 
characterized, to the work. His pat 
difficulty, however, had been in endeavor. 
ing to engraft upon one stem two distinct 
branches, diametrically oppe to cach 
other—the Volunteer and Conscript sys 
tems; and in his attempt to dovetail them 
when reduced to practice it would be found 
he bad failed, unless it was the desire of 
the hon. gentleman to destroy the yolunteer 
force ultogether and leave the defence of 
the coantry to the conscripts or drafted 
men. From’ reading the Bill, covery 
one who had had any experience in 
the force must come to this conclusion: 
that whatever the intention of the Gov- 
ernment may be, it will, beyond a doubt, 
if not amended, wipe the  vyolun- 
teer force out of existence, and that, too, in 
@ very short time, Infact the provisions

Province. Showing that the four countics 
of Frontenac, York, Hochelaga and Quebeo 
obtained no leas than 987 out of 2,021 cer 
tiflcates granted duriag the twenty-three 
months soding 31st December, 1867, It 
would also be interesting to know how 
many of these cadeta wero boya residing in 
the cities of Toronto, Kingston, Montreal 
and Quebec totally unfitted to, command. 
One thing is certain, the regulations which

It would be 
unwise and unpatriotic to vote against the 
second reading of the Bill; it should goto 
committee, and be made as perfect ns pos- 
tible; for upon the government must rest 
the responsibility. It should not be for 
gotten that ifthe present yolunteer force 
be disbanded and the ballot system adopted, 
every two years the country will be without 
4 force except the raw recruits just ballott- 
ed, for the first levy will have retired with 
the knowledge acquired by 16 days 
drill. There are two schemes which might 
have been adopted, either of which 
would prove more effective in case of need 
than that proposed by the Minister of 
Militia. The first, a volunteer force 40,000 
strong, which could without any difficulty 
be raised and efficiently maintained with 
anything like proper encouragement, at a 
sum not greater than that asked for this 
year. The second would be to abolish all 
distinction of force except the active and 
reserve, carrying out the provisions of the 
present billso far as they relateto the 
Regimental and Company Divisons. Take 
the present organization a5 a basis; enlist 
acompany in évery company division by 
volunteering and the ballot if necessary for 
three years; allow one third of each com- 
any to retireeach year, and supply the 
Reficieney thus created, or created by 
by removal age or death, every year by 
yolunteering or the ballot, placing those 
who have served upon the roll of the re- 
served force until their turn for service 
would occur again; officer those reserved 
men by officers who should be compelled 
to obtain certificates of qualification. By 
this latter plan, which he (Mr. B.) con- 
sidered the best, the country would never 
be without a force who would have some 
knowledge of the rifle and company move- 
ments, anil a mucli better reserve force than 
can possibly be organized by the scheme 
roposed. The hon, member apologized

The Interest Question. 


The following is a portion of the debate 
which took place when the Interest ques- 
tion came up in the House on Tuesday = 


Mr. McKenzie hoped that no action 
would be taken during the present session, 
it was too important a question to deal with 
so summarily.

To this latter class Mr. Bowell belongs, and 
his course upon this question from the intro- 
duction of the Bill to its final passage, had 
only that object in view ; and we hesitate not 
to say, that the man who cannot rise above 
the trammels of party ties upon a question 
of this kind is unfitted to hold a position in 
the councils of his country. 


The New York “ World” on 
Fenianism. 


The New York World of Friday last has 
a lengthy sensational article, an extract 
from which we give below: 


“ We are to witness another invasion, and 
shortly, of the Canadian provinces, by the 
Fenian Brotherhood, This may be laughed 
at, but it will come, and that before the end 
of July. Something may happen to interfere 
with these plans, yet will the invasion take 

lace early this summer. England, it is be- 
lieved, cannot send enough troops to resist 
the combined attack of thirty thousand well 
armed and uniformed troops, the lowest num- 
ber calculated by General O'Neill as capable 
of-capturing the principal cities of Canada, 

“Montreal will be attacked by fifteen 
thousand veteran soldiers, who have foughtin 
our civil war on both sides ; and Montreal 
will not be hard to take, owing to its unpro- 
tected state. There are about eleven thousand 
regular troops in the Dominion at present, and 
it will be impossible to put more than seven 
thousand of these in the field for concentra- 
tion. The British officers who command 
these troops are experienced gentlemen, and 
for the pride of their race will fight hard ; but 
the Fenians believe that they are so tied 
down by red tape that it will be impossible 
for them to do anything out of the routine 
manner, The Fenians assert that a thousand 
milos of frontier cannot be guarded by eight 
orten thousand regular troops, and that 
militia cannot be depended upon to stand an 
arduous car,paign, such as the Fenians intend 
to make. The organization and equipment 
of the Fenians this time will be fully as good 
as that of their adversaries, with the excep. 
tion of the pipeclaying business, in which AN 
the world i# excelled by the British soldior— 
A second column of five thousand men will 
penetrate Welland, Lincoln, and Wentworth 
counties, in Canada West, from Buffalo and 
Niagara, to operate against Hamilton and 
‘Toronto, while three thousand men will cross 
from Detroit, land at Sandwich, and advance 
ing along the line of the Chatham, Woodstock 
and Hamilton road, will cut the rails, destroy 
the telegraph, and gathering subslatence for 
the third body of ten thousand men which 
will meet them at an intermediate polnts to 
be selected hereafter. If thirty-three thou. 
gand men are not enough, one hundred and 
thirty-three thousand can be levied from the 
ranks of the Brotherhood, to deal with Eng 
lishmen as Englishmen have dealt with such 
brave fellows ns Allen, Gould and Larkin, 


“General O'Neill has three qualities which 
are necessary for a successful soldier, Firat 
of all, he knows how to obey. Secondly, he 
keeps his own counsel. Thirdly,ho \s a devot 
ed Fenian fanatic of the stripe. of Cromwell 
and Stonewall Jackson, And,better than all, 
ho islcapable of solocting his subordinates, The 
troopa are to bo armed with the revolving 
riflo, of anew and deadly pattern. ‘The unt 
form {9 na follows : Hoavy groen cloth jacket, 
with a yellow trimmings; lNeht blue pants 
(0, 8, infantry pattern,) overcoat, United 
States regulation, and dark blue Xepi cap. 
Each unitorm costs seven dollars to the hon 
tile Fenian who may purchase it. Tbe artil 
lery is now on the border ready for uso, The 
force to operate againat Canada is thirty six 
regiments of infantry, four of cavalry, and 
eight battorios of artillory. In a few daya wo 
shall be able to give moro startling revela- 
tions of this gigantic movemont, which has 
been organized so socrotly and nolaelessly 
for the last twolve months in our midst, with 
outa whisper or indication of ita ultimate 
purport."

And such a merry 
crowd. All seemed pleased with them- 
selyes, and disposed to contribute to the 
general hilarity that prevailed, and jollity 
reigned supreme. The programme was 
saihae of a mixed character, comprising 
horse races and foot races, three-legged 
races and sack races, and a great many 
other kind of races; and the prizes were 
also of amixed character, ranging from a 
bag of flour to a pair of lady’s corsets, from 
a silk parasol to a bottle of Bone Inyigor- 
ator, and from a box of cigars to a box of 
paper collars, and so on to the end of the 
chapter. It was unfortunate that the crowd 
had so little regard for the interests of 
those who took part in the races, for it was 
next to impossible for each contestant to 
haye a fair chance while the people crowd- 
ed in upon the track, and it was not sur- 
prising to find numerous complaints. The 
Committee did their best, however, and the 
Judges took the complaints good naturedly, 
and the awards generally were received 
satisfactorily.

According to theplan 
O'Neill is to have 80,000 men at his com- 
mand when the moyement commences, to 
be disposed of as follows: 15,000 men will 
march on Montreal, 5,000 from Buffalo are 
to march on Toronto, and 3,000 from De- 
troit are destined for the same point, while 
10,000 men will be held in reserye. The 
inyasion it is said will not be inaugurated 
until July, but from the movements of the 
Fenians along the border, it is evident if 
they come atall, they will make the attempt 
before July. 

The Kingston News of yesterday says : 
“Major Callaghan received a telegram this

The London Prototype suys, the military 
authorities in that city are making every 
preparations in case of a Fenian raid, All 
the field stores are being packed, &c. 

The Fenian Volunteer ot Buffalo, edited 
by “Terry Finnegan,” defies the Govern- 
ment to prevent its admission into the pro- 
vince, under the orders recently given to 
seize all papers of a treasonable character, 
and utters the threat in braggadocio that 
it will, through the aid of persons on this 
side of the line, rush 500 copies into the 
heart of the province ona stated day, the 
25th inst. Now, it behoyes the authorities 
to use every vigilance to prevent this threat 
being carried into execution, as well as in 
order to detect if possible from what 
quarter the inside aid to the Fenians spoken 
of comes. 

The Montreal Gagette has intelligence from 
its St. Albans correspondent to the effect that 
the Fenians are also making preparations at 
Malone for the conte plavan raid on the 
Canadian frontier. 

The Gazette further saya ; "We have this 
morning recuived private and authentic in- 
formation from our special correspondent at 
St, Albans to the effect that there js intention 
to make a Fenian raid from that vicinity 
about the 1st of June of a more formidable 
character than those hitherto attempted.— 
Preparations are being made in the various 
New England States, St. Albans was select- 
ed as a base of operations at a meeting on 
Tuesday night. Our readera will bo kept 
thoroughly posted on any reliable informa- 
tion which may be obtained, Early next 
weok we will be able to give fall particulars 
of the strength, organization and financial 
condition of tho Fenian force on the frontier, 
‘The volunteer force in Canada is warned to 
see to the efficiency of its arms, and the sup- 
ply of Ammunition on hand to be promptly 
reported to headquarters, 

The Fenian Fair opened at Buffalo on 
Monday. ‘The reports received state that 
tho 7th Regiment of Fenians, six companies, 
opencolumn, uniform, arms, flags and 
music, with tolerable precision, marched 
from the Terrace to St. James’ Hall Fair, 
They excited yery little interest among the 
citizens at large.
